Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 8, 15 and 22, in combination with other limitations of the 

claims, the prior arts cited fail to disclose or specifically suggested selecting an 
amplitude of a signal to be propagated between the first node and the second node 
during the another mode of operation, the amplitude of the signal during the one mode 
of operation and selecting a frequency of a clock signal to be supplied in the first node 
during the another mode of operation, the frequency being different from another 
frequency of the clock signal during the one mode of operation.
